Co8tuines,  Regalia,  etc.     In  mourning  drapery,  the  com- 
bination is  the  Sun  with  Rays,  Moon  and  Stars. 

Seo.  4.  Crescent.  The  original  and  universal 
Emblematic  Jewel  is  the  Crescent,  formed  of  two  nails 
from  a  tiger's  paw,  united  at  their  bases  with  a  band  of 
gold,  and  a  ring  at  the  base  to  suspend  it  as  a  charm 
or  jewel,  to  be  hung  points  downward.  The  gold  band 
should  be  decorated  with  the  Sphinx  Head  on  one  side, 
a  Pyramid  with  the  Um  upon  it  on  the  other;  the 
name  of  the  owner,  and  the  date  of  his  receiving  the 
Order,  engraved  upon  the  sides;  and  inside  the  circle 
Allah"  or  God,  and  the  motto  of  the  Order,  whieh^is 
Robur  et  Furor,"  and  signiBes  "Strength  and  Fury." 
Every  Noble  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  is  entitled  to  wear 
this  Jewel.  The  cc  bining  of  the  emblems  of  other 
seoret  orders  vmth  the  Jewel  of  the  Shrine  is  deemed 
tnapproprtate,  and  ia  therefore  prohibited.  The  com- 
binmg  of  Masonic  emblems  with  the  Jewel  is  inappro- 
priate and  should  not  be  so  worn  or  combined. 

Sec.  5.  The  wearing  of  the  Fez  and  Jewel  of  the 
Order  on  occasions  other  than  meetings  of  the  Arabic 
Order,  or  gatherings  of  Shriners  under  the  authority  of 
some  legal  body  of  the  Order,  is  ill-advised,  and  Poten- 
tates are  expected  to  prevent  such  action  by  their 
members.  ' 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Section  1.  The  Imperial  Recorder  shall,  at  each 
annual  session  of  the  Imperial  Council,  announce  the 
Color  of  the  Card  for  the  Visiting  Certificate,  and  the 
color  of  the  Ink  with  which  it  shall  be  printed  for  the 
following  year.  He  shall  also  send  to  the  Recorder  <rf 
each  Temple  a  notice  of  the  announoement,  and  all 
lemples  are  hereby  ordered  to  adopt  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
Improper  Oirculara,  Publioatione  and  Practices 
Section  1.    The  Imperial  Council  emphatically  con- 
demns all  immoral  and  vulgar  practices  or  allusions  Jn 
the  initiations  of  candidates,  or  in  the  printed  notices 
issued  by  Temples  to  members  of  the  Order.

no  applicant,  actually  resident  in  such  jurisdiction,  can 
apply  elsewhere  for  the  Order  without  the  consent  of  the 
Temple.  Where  two  Temples  hold  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion over  territory,  the  consent  of  both  will  be  necessary 
to.  enable  an  applicant  of  that  jurisdiction  to  become  a 
member  of  a  Temple  in  any  other  jurisdiction.  A 
Temple  having  received  a  petition  from  one  possessing 
the  necessary  qualifications  and  having  regularly  elected 
the  candidate,  retains  jurisdiction  over  him  until  initia- 
tion, no  matter  whether  said  candidate  subsequently 
removes  from  its  jurisdiction  or  not. 

Sec.  6.  Each  Temple  is  sovereign  in  its  own  juris- 
diction in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Order  of  Nobles 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  and  has  jurisdiction  for  purposes 
of  discipline  over  all  sojourning  Nobles.  No  organiza- 
tion of  any  kind  using  emblems  of  the  Order,  or  a  title 
or  titles,  pronouncing  it  to  be  an  organization  of 
Shriners,  shall  be  organized  in  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
Temple  except  with  the  official  sanction  of  said  Temple. 

An  Arab  Patrol  or  Shrins  Band  is  part  of  the  work- 
ing corps  of  the  Temple,  and  is  under  the  control  and 
authority  of  the  Potentate. 

In  the  annual  parade  of  Temples  of  the  Order  at 
meetings  of  the  Imperial  Council,  or  in  parades  given 
under  the  auspices  of  subordinate  Temples  of  the  Order, 
no  one  shall  be  permitted  to  participate  in  the  parade 
but  members  of  the  Order,  uniformed  bands,  and  male 
servants  accompanying  Temples. 

No  Temple  shall  organize  or  recognize  in  any  way 
any  body  of  women,  or  men  and  women,  calling  itself 
an  Oriental  Shrine,  or  purporting  to  be  an  Oriental 
Order,  and  to  be  composed  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine  and  female  relatives  of  such,  and  making  such 
relationship  the  prerequisite  for  membership  in  such 
body. 

The  introduction  in  street  parades  of  Novices  or 
Nobles  attired  in  grotesque  or  humiliating  costumes  or 
undignified  dress  of  any  kind  is  strictly  prohibited.

IlUutrious  Potentate — Dutie» 

Section  1.  The  Illustrious  Potentate  is  specially 
charged  to  see  thaf  the  By-Laws  of  his  Temple  are  duly 
observed,  as  well  as  the  Constitution,  Regulations  and 
Edicts  of  the  Imperial  Council;  that  accurate  records 
are  kept  and  just  accounts  rendered;  that  regular 
returns  are  made  to  the  Imperial  Council,  and  that  the 
annual  dues  are  promptly  paid;  and  that  no  fewer  than 
two  stated  sessions  are  held  annually,  of  which  one 
shall  be  held  in  December.  He  shall  see  that  a  copy  of 
each  printed  notice  issued  by  his  Temple  to  its  member* 
shall  be  mailed  to  the  Imperial  Potentate  as  soon  as 
the  same  is  sent  to  the  members  of  his  Temple. 

Sec.  2.  Special  sessions  of  a  Temple  may  be  called 
by  the  Illustrious  l^otentate  at  any  time,  due  notice 
thereof  being  given  to  each  member,  stating  the  business 
to  be  considered,  and  no  other  business  than  that  speci- 
fied in  the  call  or  summons  shall  be  transacted. 


ARTICLE  XI. 
By-Latm 
Each  Temple  is  required  to  forward  a  copy  of  its 
By-Laws  or  any  Amendments  thereto  to  the  Imperial 
Council  for  approval  and  also  when  such  approval  has 
been  received,  to  forward  to  the  Imperial  Council  a  copy 
of  such  By-Laws  or  the  Amendments  thereto,  but  no 
By-Laws,  or  Amendments  thereto,  of  any  Temple  shall 
go  into  effect  until  after  the  same  has  been  approved 
by  the  Imperial  Council,  provided  that  the  imperial 
Potentate  may  provisionally  approve  such  By-Laws  as 
amended  thereto  in  the  interim  of  the  sessions  of  the 
Imperial    Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Membership  in  Temples 
SEcmoiT  1.  Any  person  applying  for  the  Order  to 
any  Temple  shall  be  an  actual  resident  for  at  least  six 
months  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Temple  to  which  he 
applies.  Actual  residence  is  defined  to  mean  the  place 
where  the  applicant  in  good  faith  makes  his  home;  any 
Temple  of  the  Order  may,  however,  receive  and  act  upon 
the  petition  of  one  who  is  a  resident  of  a  Country, 
Territory  or  Sta£e  wherein  no  Temple  of  the  Order 
exists.

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For  conduct  unbecoming  a  member  of  the  Order,  it 
shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
to  suspend  membership,  and  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  to  expel  a  member  at  any  r^ular 
meeting. 

No  member  of  any  Temple  can  be  suspended  or 
expelled  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  member,  without 
f  rmal  charges  being  presented,  notice  served  upon  him, 
and  an  opportunity  afforded  him  to  be  heard  in  his 
defence. 

Sec.  6.  Any  Noble  suspended  or  expelled  by  his 
Temple  may  be  reinstated  by  such  Temple  on  written 
petition  and  vote  and  by  the  same  majority  suspending 
or  expelling  him,  and  on  payment  of  all  arrears  in  case 
of  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Sec.  7.  An  assessment  levied  by  a  Temple  upon  its 
members  after  due  notice  has  been  given  the  members 
that  a  vote  would  be  taken  on  the  proposition,  and 
after  the  Temple  has,  by  a  majority  vote,  voted  to  make 
said  assessment,  is  legal  and  binding  upon  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Temple.  Said  assessment  should  be 
paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  dues  or  other 
assessments  of  the  Temple  are  paid. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Honorary  Members 

Section  1,  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred 
by  subordinate  Temples  upon  any  member  of  the  Order, 
asa  compliment,  by  a  majority  vote,  but  such  member- 
ship confers  no  rights  or  privileges.

Instituted  under  Dispensation,  August  16th,  1902, 
by  Illustrious  Noble  John  G.  Campbell,  Potentate  of 
Aflfl  Temple,  Tacoma,  Wash.,  and  constituted  under 
Cliarter  granted  to  Nobles  Robert  E.  Brett,  Edward  E. 
Leason,  George  M.  Perdue,  Andrew  F.  Fo-bes,  Charles 
G.  Mills,  Harry  AI.  Grahame,  Fred.  C.  liu-idugD,  and 
George  R.  Moore,  by  Illustrious  Noble  :;.

The  institution  of  Gizeh  Temple  „,.i  not  secured 
without  some  efforts  on  the  part  of  tlie  aooie  r  imed 
Nobles.  Many  times  brief  agitations  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Temple  had  been  made,  but  nothing  definite 
was  accomplished  until  the  early  part  of  1902,  when  a 
meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
advisability  of  establisliing  a  Temple  of  the  Order  in 
the  city,  at  which  the  following  Nobles  were  present: 
Robert  E.  Brett,  Chas.  G.  Mills  and  George  R.  Jloore 
all  of  Rameses  Temple;  and  Geo.  M.  Perdue  4  F 
Forbes,  H.  M.  Grahame,  W.  h.  Challoner  and'  E  E 
Leason,  of  Aflfl  Temple.  At  this  meeting  it  was 
resolved  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  Nobles  Brett 
and  Leason,  be  authorized  to  prepare  and  submit  a  peti- 
tion to  the  Imperial  Potentate  for  a  Dispensation  to 
form  a  Temple  in  this  city,  and  that  the  name  of  Noble 
K.  E.  Brett  be  submitted  as  Potentate  and  that  of  E  E 
Leason  as  Recorder.  The  Code  of  the  Imperial  Council 
provides  that  "Every  Temple  shall  select  an  Arabic  or 
fcgjptian  name,"  and  to  Noble  Leason  fell  the  honour 
of  complying  with  this  edict.

BY-LAWS 


PREAMBLE 

Whereas  It  is  the  recognized  prerogative  of  every 
Temple  of  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine  to  nialce  such  By-Laws  as  to  them  may 
seem  meet  and  proper  for  their  own  government,  pro- 
vided they  are  not  incompatible  with  the  General  l^ws 
enacted  by  the  Imperial  Council,  therefore  the  Nobles  of 
this  Temple  have  agreed  to  and  adopted  the  following 
By-Laws : 

■ARTICLE  I. 
Name  and  Location 

Section  I.  This  Temple  shall  be  known  as  "GiziB 
Temple,"  of  the  Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the 
Mystic  Shrine,  located  at  the  City  of  Victoria,  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  Dominion  of  Oanada,  and  held  by 
virtue  of  a  charter  dated  the  Ninth  (9th)  day  of  July, 
A.D.  1903,  and  granted  by  the  Imperial  Council  of  the 
Order  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine  for  North  America, 
from  which  it  derives  all  its  powers  and  privileges;  the 
jurisdiction  of  Gizeh  Temple  being  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Canadian  Yukon. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sessions 
Section  1.  The  Annual  Session  shall  be  held  at  the 
City  of  Victoria  during  the  month  of  December  of  each 
year,  and  other  Regular  Sessions  may  be  called  by  the 
Illustrious  Potentate  whenever  he  may  deem  the  same 
necessary. 

Sec.  2.  Special  Sessions  may  be  called  by  the  Illus- 
trious Potentate  upon  written  request  of  twenty-flve 
(25)  members,  setting  forth  the  purpose  for  which  such 
special  session  is  called,  and  no  other  business  shall  be 
tr;.n8acted  at  such  special  session. 

Sic.  3.  Sfiecial  Ceremon-'al  Sessions  may  be  called 
by  the  Illustrious  Potentate  b'   such  time  and  place  as 
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ni»jr  be  deoidwl  upon,  but  no  other  buiineee  than  that 
of  a  ceremonial  aeuion  thall  be  traniacted  at  lUch  cere- 
monial aeaaion. 

Sec.  4.     The  hour  for  all  meeting!  iihall  be  7.30  p.m., 
unices  otherwiM  epeeifled. 

Quorum 
Sec.  6.     Seven  member*  of  this  Temple,  one  of  whom 
*hall  be  an  Illuetrioui  Potentate  or  a  Rabban,  ehall  con- 
•titute  a  quorum  for  the  traniaction  of  buainees. 

Order  of  Butineu 
Sec.  6.     The  order  of  buaineiui  shall  be:

Session ; 

Reports  of  Committees; 
New  Business  and  Unfinished  Business; 
Receiving  Visitors;

Voting 
The  decision  upon  any  question  is  to  be  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  present,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided  by   the   Laws   and   Regulations   of   the   Imperial 
Council.

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  officers  of  this  Temple 
shall  be  those  assigned  to  them  in  the  Ritual  and  as 
traditionally  appropriate  to  them,  respectively,  as  also 
those  defined  in  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of 
the  Imperial  Council. 

Duties  of  Treaturer 
Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from 
the  Recorder;  give  his  receipt  therefor,  and  deposit 
same,  as  Treasurer,  to  the  credit  of  Gizeh  Temple  in  a 
chartered  bank  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee; 
and  shall  pay  all  bills  on  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Recorder  and  countersigned  by  the  Illustrious  Potentate; 
he  shall  keep  such  books  as  the  Illustrious  Potentate 
shall  direct,  and  render  a  v.ritten  report  at  the  annual 
session;  he  shall  give  a  surety  bond  in  such  sum  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  require,  the  cost  of  such 
bond  to  be  borne  by  the  Temple,  and  shall  receive  for 
his  services  such  salary  as  the  Temple  may,  by  resolu- 
tion, direct.

For  his  services  he  shall  receive  compensation 
equal  to  one  year's  annual  dues  of  the  Temple. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Executive 
Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist 
of  seven  members.  The  members  of  Gizeh  Temple  who 
shall,  at  the  annual  session,  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
Illustrious  Potentate,  Chief  Rabban,  Assistant  Rabban 
and  Recorder,  respectively,  shall,  by  virtue  of  such  elec- 
tion, become  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
together  with  three  other  members  elected  at  the  annual 
session. 

Duties  of  Executive 
Sec.  2.  Tlie  Illustrious  Potentate  shall  be  the  choir- 
man  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  convene 
meetings  when  deemed  neeesuary.  The  Committee  is 
empowered  to  hire  necessary  help;  provide  appropriate 
entertainments;  secure  proper  place  for  meetings,  ond 
shall  have  absolute  control  of  all  arrangemenU  in  con- 
nection with  Ceremonial  Sessions  and  refreshments; 
summons  members  before  them  for  investigation  of 
charges  of  non-payment  of  dues,  or  any  violation  of 
duty  or  decorum,  and  transact  such  other  business  as 
may  be  found  necessary  in  the  interim  of  sessions  of  the 
Temple. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Fees  and  Dues 

Initiation 

Seciion  1.     The  membership  fee  shall  be  one  hundred 

dollars    ($100.00),  which  shall  cover  the  dues  for  the 

current   year;     twenty-five   dollars    ($26.00)    of   which 

shall    accompany    the    application    petition,    and    the 

remainder  of  the  fee  shall  be  paid  before  the  oonferrinir 

of  the  Order. 
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Affiliation 
Sec.  2.    The  fee  for  afflliation  in  this  Temple  shall 
be  five  dollars   ($5.00),  and  must  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. 

Annual  Dues 
Sec.   3.    The  annual   dues   shall   be   five   dollars 
($5.00),  payable  before  the  Card  is  issued. 

Memberahip 

Sec.  4.  Candidates  for  membership  must  posses  the 
qualifications  required  by  the  Imperial  Council,  viz.:  A 
regular  Knight  Templiir  in  good  standing  in  a  Preeep- 
tory,  or  a  Thirty-second  Degree  Mason  in  good  standing 
in  a  Consistory  of  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  the  obedience  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  whose  Grand  East  is  in  Montreal, 
Quebec,  Canada,  or  either  of  the  Supreme  Councils  for 
the  Northern  or  for  the  Southern  Masonic  jurisdiction 
of  such  Rite  in  the  United  States  which  are  in  amity 
with  and  recognized  by  them,  and  all  petitions  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  the  Imperial  Council,  and  on  a  form 
supplied  by  tlie  Recorder  of  this  Temple. 

Sec.  5.  Every  candidate  for  initiation  must  be  pro- 
posed by  at  least  two  Nobles  of  this  Temple,  and  if  no 
objection  is  offered,  the  petition  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Potentate  to  a  committee  of  three  Nobles  of  this 
Temple,  who  will  report  immediately,  or  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Temple,  as  the  Illustrious  Potentate  may 
designate.  If  the  candidate  is  rejected  the  deposit  shall 
be  returned,  but  if  elected  and  the  candidate  neglects  to 
present  himself  for  initiation  within  twelve  months 
thereafter,  the  deposit  may  be  declared  forfeited  to  the 
Temple;  provided,  however,  that  if  for  reasons  satis- 
factory to  the  Temple  he  was  prevented  from  attending, 
the  forfeiture  may  be  waived  by  it. 

Honorary  membership  in  this  Temple  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  any  member  in  good  standing  in  this  Order, 
by  a  vote  of  those  present  at  any  annual  session  of  this 
Temple.  The  rights  and  privileges  of  such  membership 
shall  be  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  Regulations 
of  the  Imperial  Council,  together  with  these  By-Laws. 

Affiliation 
Sec.  6. — The  petition  for  affiliation  shall  be  on  the 
prescribed  form  supplied  by  the  Recorder  of  this  Temple, 
and  must  be  accompanied  by  the  petitioner's  demit  from 
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the  Temple  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  and  the 
ballot  ehall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  an  applica- 
tion for  initiation. 

Active  Member»hip 
Sec.  7.  A  Noble  can  hold  active  membership  in  but 
one  Temple.  He  must  retain  active  membership  in  a 
Preoeptory,  Commandery  or  Consistory  to  retain  such 
membership  in  the  Temple.  Voluntary  non-afBliation 
in  Preceptory,  Commandery  or  Consistory  for  six 
months  shall  deprive  him  of  membership  in  this  Temple. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Ballot  on  Candidate* 
Sectior  1.  If  upon  balloting  for  a  candidate,  subse- 
quent to  a  favourable  report,  three  (3)  black  balls 
appear,  another  ballot  shall  immediately  be  taken;  but 
no  more.  Upon  the  appearance  of  three  (3)  black 
balls  a  second  time,  the  candidate  shall  be  declared 
rejected  and  disqualified  frbni  making  another  applica- 
tion for  thirteen   (13)  weeks. 

Objection  or  Protett 

Sec.  2.  After  a  candidate  has  been  declared  elected 
any  subsequent  objection  or  protest  must  be  presented 
to  the  Illustrious  Potentate  in  writing,  signed  by  at 
least  three  (3)  members  of  this  Temple  and  must  stand. 
The  fact  that  said  objection  has  been  made,  but  not  the 
written  objection  itself,  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  a 
second   unsuccessful   ballot. 

When  balloting  for  candidates  for  initiation,  before 
the  result  is  announced  by  the  Illustrious  Potentate,  the 
ballot  box  shall  be  presented  to  the  Chief  and  Assistant 
Rabbans  for  inspection,  who  shall,  when  directed  by  the 
Hlustrious  Potentate,  report  their  findings.  The  lUus- 
IriouB  Potentate  shall  examine  the  ballot  and  declare  the 
applicant  elected  or  rejected,  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Imperial  Council. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

Su»p«n»ion 

Seotioit  I.     The  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Knight 

Templar  by  his  Preceptory,  or  Commandery,  or  Thirty- 

secoBd   D<^ee   S.P.R.S.   by  his   Consistory,   shall,  ipto 

faeto,    cause    his    suspension    or    expulsion    from    this 
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Temple.  Hii  reinrtatement  by  bis  Preoeptoiy,  Com- 
mandery  or  Consistory  restores  him  to  his  previous 
standing  in  the  Temple,  without  vote  of  that  body. 

Arreari 
Sec.  2.     Any  Noble  of  this  Temple  who  shall  be  in 
.  arrears  for  dues  for  two  (2)  years  shall  be  notified  by 

ithe  Recorder  to  pay  his  dues  and  if,  after  being  thus 
notified,  he  remains  in  arrears,  h«  may  be  suspended  by 
the  Temple  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

Restoration  of  Memberihip 
Sec.  3.  Any  Noble  who  has  been  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues  may  be  restored  to  membership  upon 
making  application  by  the  same  majority  suspending 
him,  and  upon  payment  of  all  arrears  at  the  time  of 
his  suspension. 

Oharget 

Sec.  4.  When  a  Noble  is  to  be  disciplined  for  any 
cause,  other  than  non-payment  of  dues,  it 'shall  be  done 
only  upon  written  charges  preferred  by  a  Noble  of  this 
Temple  at  a  regular  session,  or  a  special  session  called 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  his  conduct  under  considera- 
tion; such  charges  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  a  copy  of  the  charges  being 
furnished  the  accused.  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
report  their  recommendations  at  a  session  of  the 
Temple. 

Memberahip  Terminated 

Sec.  5.  Membership  may  be  terminated  by  voluntary 
demission  on  payment  of  all  indebtedness  to  the  Temple; 
or  by  expulsion  after  due  trial  and  vote  of  three- fourths 
of  the  members  present  at  a  session  of  the  Temple  when 
the  vote  is  taken. 

ARTICLE  Vin. 
Fisoal  Year  Beporti 
Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  Oizeh  Temple  shall  b« 
closed  on  the  fifteenth  (15th)  of  November  of  each  year; 
the  reports  of  the  Illustrious  Potentate,  Treasurer  and 
Recorder  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  members  of 
Gizeh-Ten.ple  five  (5)  days  before  the  stated  session. 

ARTICLE   IX.
